'ment is 103 members. Besides 
Bennett, there is the assistant 
chief, M. H. Porter, who in the 
afbsence of Bennett assumes all 
of the duties, responsibilities, 
and authority of the latter's of­ 
fice.

Under the supervision of those 
men, come four divisions:

Uniform Division, under 
Capt. J. W. Maestri; Special 
Service, of which Lt. Douglas 
C. Cook it the head; Detective 
Bureau, commanded by Sgt. D. 
S. Hamilton; and Juvenile Bu­ 
reau, with Lt. Gus Rethwisch 
in charge.
The uniform division is com­ 

posed of two sections, patrol and 
traffic. In Ihe patrol bracket, va­ 
rious watches in the 24-hour pe­ 
riod are under the eyes of Lts. 
S. A. Johnson, A. S. Thompson, 
Robert Wright, and J. B. Miles. 
Director of the traffic group is 
Lt. Donald Nash.

The remainder of the person­ 
nel includes 69 police officers,

i ministrative secretary, Jan Beth 
ica,.who is the secretary to the 
i police chief, assistant chief and 
|captain.

One of the new improve­ 
ments of the traffic depart* 
ment is the radar car. It re­ 
cords the speed of any car. It 
also determines the safe speed, 
so speed limits can be reduced 
or increase for better traffic 
flow.
Despite heavy duties of the of­ 

ficers at times, they find oppor­ 
tunities to indulge in activities 
that create good will for the de­ 
partment. Many trophies have 
been won in contests they enter. 

Thirty members have formed 
the mounted police group which 
participates in all major parades 
and are on call for emergencies. 
They buy and maintain their 
equipment, horses, trailers and 
trucks.

A supplementary unit of the 
police department is the Police 
Reserves, composed of 19 mem­ 
bers who are on duty with regu­ 
lar police officers. They ride In 
patrol cars, walk beats and have 
the same duties as patrol officers. 
They also buy their own uniforms 
and equipment.

Another project of the de­ 
partment Is the Torrance Po­ 
lice Officers Association, which 
sponsors five car clubs known 
as Tyrants, Road T regents, Vil­ 
lains, Thunder Jugs and Char­ 
ioteers.
Still another achievement is 

the pistol team, which compete* 
with groups from other cities. It 
is mandatory for each officer to 
qualify each month. Lt. A. 
Thompson Is in charge.

in brochure form. Among t h e 
crime highlights for 1959 are 
the following:

Month of December showed the 
most traffic accidents with 200.

There were 247 complaints of 
disturbing the peace in July to 
lead the other months.

October revealed 171 checks 
and counterfeiting cases.

In November, there were 110 
cases of burglary.

Most traffic accidents in one 
day totalled 38, which occurred 
on Saturdays in February. The 
same number occurred in De­ 
cember on Wednesdays.

Most speeding violations oc­ 
curred in the month of October 
with 489. Next highest violations

in traffic involved signs and sig­ 
nals with 475.

There were 49 residential 
burglaries each in January and 
December. Two persons were 
arrested and nine cases cleared 
were arrested and 22 cases 
cleared.
March disclosed 8fl cases of 

curfew violations. Next highest 
category was runaway, in which 
there were 27 casas during Jan­ 
uary. Two cases each of narcot 
ics-law violations occurred in Ju­ 
ly and December.

Most traffic accidents took 
place between 4 p.m. and 6 p.m. 
There were 29 cases in January 
and the same number in October. 

Biggest number of traffic acci­ 
dent citations were issued in De­

cember, with 1524 against adults. 
The same month saw the highest 
number against juveniles with 
149.

Most properly was stolen in 
July with a value of $33,339.84, 
which included currency, jewel­ 
ry, clothing, auto and miscellan­ 
eous. Automobile thefts led with 
$14.380.

Most arrests of persons were 
made in March when 38 males 
beween the ages of 20 and 24

were taken Into custody. Most
arrests for females occurred
were six. Months of January
and April each registered that
number. In January the ages
were between 25 and 29 and in
April, the ages>were 30 to 34.
"From the horse and buggy to

tho jet age brings about some
startling changes, but the basic
responsibility for protection of
